The auditor and secretary of the compahy, 
J. B. Hogarth, who resides at 8827 Grand 
boulevard, wae unceremoniously dismissed 
from the service on Monday, news of the 
action coming to the surface yesterday. 

The board of directors of the road helda 
special meeting and authorized the action, 

The official explanation made is that Mr. 
Hogarth’s work was not satisfactory to Pres- 
ident T. E. Mitten; but it is stated further 
that an investigation of the company’s books 
is in progress under the supervision of an en- 
tirely new set of men. 

The position of secretary has been filled by 
A. G. Mitten, brother of the president, and 
that of auditor by R. B. Hamilton, former 
purchasing agent. The dismissal of Mr. Ho- 
garth was followed speedily by the discharge 
of his subordinate force, consisting of J. P. 
Fonda, assistant auditor, A. L. Dewey, chief 
clerk, and Senographer Fountain. 


Four Dismissed Without Warning. 

The dismissgls came without warning to 
the four men who were beheaded. It was 
noon on Monday when F. K. Parke, repre- 
senting Mr. Mitten, walked into the office of 
Mr. Hogarth, who was just on the point of 
going to lunch. 

“Mr. Hogarth,” said Mr. Parke, 
are dismissed here and now. 
your hat and leave this office.” 

Mr. Hogarth looked up in surprise. For 
& moment he was speechless, and then man- 
aged to say: 

“Dismissed? What do you mean? By 
what authority do you say this?” 

*“ By this authority,” said Mr. Parke, hand- 
ing him the official letter from President 
Mitten relieving him of his duties as auditor. 

Mr. Hogarth took the letter, read it over 
once or twice, replaced jt in the envelope, 
eae “8 seat. gaan hat and left 
the off). 


Fonda Second to Depart. 

Mr. Parke then sat down at Mr. Hogarth’s 
desk. He touched the button which sum- 
moned the assistant auditor, Mr. Fonda. 
Mr. Fonda came in, glanced inquiringly at 
Mr. Parke, and looked even more surprised 
when Mr. Parke said: 

** Your resignation is accepted.” 

“ Whatisthat? Myresignation? I haven’t 
resigned.” 

“Well, it is just the same. You are dis- 
missed and you will please leave the office 
at once.” 

Mr. Fonda was handed a letter similar to 
the one received by his chief. He hesitated 
a moment, took his hat, and left. 


Dewey and Fountain Follow. 

An office boy was then sent for Chief Clerk 
Dewey. 

‘*Mr. Dewey, your resignation will be ac- 
cepted on the spot,” said Mr. Parke. 

** What for?” ¥ 

** Because the company has no further need 
for your services, and here is a letter dis- 
missing you.’’ 

Mr. Dewey in a couple of minutes followed 
Messrs? Hogarth and Fonda. 

The last man to feel Mr. Parke’s ax was 
Mr, Fountain, the stenographer. It took 
just thirty seconds to get rid of him. 

Although nane of the company officers or 
directors would admit it, a story was circu- 
; lated to the effect that the slight examination 
of the auditor’s books already made showed 
evidences of difficulties which caused the 
general shift. 

It is thought these difficulties consisted 
rather of an unsatisfactory system than of 
anything more serious. 

Edward Morris, one of the directors who 
attended the meeting and voted for the dis- 
missal of Hogarth, hinted at this explanation 
of the case, 

“ All I can gay is that Mr. Hogarth’s serv- 
ices were not satisfactory to Mr. Mitten,’’ he 
explained, *“‘ and for that reason he and sev- 
eral of his assistants were dismissed. 

** Yea, it was on short notice,’’ he admitted, 
“ but it was felt the occasion demanded it.’’ 


Hogarth Formerly Wealthy Man. 
Prior to becoming auditor of the Chicago 
City railway Mr. Hogarth was president of 
,an elevator company operating in the west. 
He is said to have been wealthy, but lost 
most of his money in litigation arising over 

rebate troubles before he came to Chicago. 
A. G. Mitten, who has been appointed au- 
ditor, was formerly in the traffic department 
} of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railway.

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PHILIPPINE NATIONALS WIN. 


Independence Faction Scores Big 
Victory in Elections. 


—_————_—_-— 


SWEEPS CITY OF MANILA. 
Both Districts Are Carried By an Over- 
whelming Vote. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, July 30.—The election in the 
Philippines today passed off peaceably. The 
‘full results. will not be known for about 
three weeks. The early returns seem to 
indiéate that the nationalistas, the party 
demanding immediate independence, a8 Op- 
posed to the progressistas, the party satis- 
fied with American rule, have won the day. 

Incomplete returns from the provinces give 
these results: Thirty-one nationetistas, 10 
progressistas, 8 independents, and 1 Catholic. 

All the provinces, of which there are fifty, 
had candidates excepting Bengueta, Lepanto- 
Bontoc, Nueva Viscaya, and the provinces 
of Moroiand. As the majority of the popula- 
tion in these provinces, who would otherwise 
be entitled to vote, are non-christian, they 
were not entitled to representation in the 
assembly. These number sixteen. The re- 
maining thirty-four had 206 candidates, dis- 
tributed as follows: Nationalistas, 68; pro- 
gressistas, 53; independents, 46; immedi- 
atestas, 23; Catholic candidates, so-called, in- 
cluding five priests of Cebu island, 8; inde- 
pendistas, 7; Agiipayan, 1; “ Bishop ” Aglipay 
himeelf, the schismatic. 

Platforms of Parties.

There were few arrests here, seven only 
being recorded, Virtually four-fifths of the 
registered vote had been cast before 2 o’clock. 
The majority of the election officers have 
behaved fairly well. Such complaints as 
were made arose chiefly from the ignorance 
of inexperienced inspectors. 

The governor general virtually modified 
the rigid election law at noontimie by advis- 
ing the election officers to permit at least 
one representative of each candidate within 
these voting places, but outside the balus- 
trade, during the voting, because of the con- 
flicting interpretations of the law by the 
election boards. 


Radical Leaders Elected. 

These returns indicate the election of Dr. 
Dominador Gomez, the rabid agitator, and of 
Guerrero, the editor of the Renacimiento. 
He is more conservative than Gomez, but de- 
mande immediate independence. 

The returne also show that in Man#la the 
nationalists have been overwhelmingly vic- 
torious, despite the split vote. Jn the first 
district Gomez received 1,270 votes, while his 
rival, Lukban of the same party received 
1,241. Morno, the progressista, received only

Prostrated over the suicide of Miss Laura 
Matthews, the young Chicago girl, who shot 
and killed herself “on his account” near 
Colorado Springs Sunday night, C. A. Coey 
spent the day in his room at the South Shore 
ee club yesterday, most of the time in 


He denied that Miss Matthews had any rea- 
son to end her life on his account, saying he 
never had promised to marry her and that 
only a “ platonic friendship *’ existed be- 
tween them. Coey’s appearance was that of a 
person suffering great mental strain. 

Although he was partly dressed, Coey lay 
in bed the greater part of the day, his head 
propped up with pillows. His eyes were red 
and swollen from weeping. When he talked 
his lips quivered and his voice sank almost 
to a whisper. 

“ My conscience is clear; I have nothing to 
. blame myself for,’’ said he. “‘ We were only 
friends; that’s all. I never encouraged her 
to believe I would marry her.” 


Like a Voice from the Dead. 


Coey received by mail a small packa 
from Miss Matthews during the ser This 
served to increase his agitation. The pack- 
age contained two little kodak photographs 
of Miss Matthews and a note, probably writ- 
ten a few hours before she committed suicide. 
It was like a “ voice from the dead.”’ 

The note, which was undated and written 
on Acacia hotel stationery, follows: 

Dear Charley—Just a little reminder of one you 
have completely forgotten so soon.

GIRL BABY SAMMOL. 

Coey explained that “ Sammol" was the 
girl's pet name and she signed herself in 
that way often. The cancellation marks on 
the postage stanips were so blurred that it 
was impossible to make out when or where 
the package was posted. 

Coey denied that he had paid the expenses 
of Miss Matthews and M!ss Greene, her nurse, 
durimg their stay at Colorado Springs. ° 

“ The $300 I sent for the expenses of bring- 
ing her body to Chicago is the only money I 
have sent out theré,”’ said he. ‘I did not 
pay her expenses. Somebody probably did, 
but I didn’t. Ican’t account for heract. She 
certainly had no reason to kill herself on my 
account. I understand she thought a good 
deal of me, but I am not to blame for that. 

“I hadn't forgotten her. I wrote to her 
only ten days ago in answer to one of her 
letters.

Officials of Company Now Under In- 
dictment for Conspiracy. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 20.—[Special]. ]—Inves- 
tigation following the announcément by 
cable from China today that one man was 
scalded to death and two injured in the ex- 
plosion of a boiler tube on the United States 
gunboat Wilmington developed that the tubes 
in the boilers of the Wilmington were sup- 


‘plied from the Greenville mill of the Shelby 


Steel Tube company during the time that 
it is charged thousands of defective tubes 
were shipped from this mill for use in the 
American navy. 3 

Two officials of the company, Superintend- 
ent J. Jay Dunn and Assistant Superintendent 
Charles L. Close, are under indictment in the 
United States court here on thirty counts 
charging them with conspiracy against the 
United States for the alleged offense of sup- 
plying untested and defective tubes to the 
navy. They were tried in May, a disagree- 
ment resulting, the jury being evenly di- 
vided. They will be retried at the October 
term of the United States District court. 

The boilers of the Wilmington were built 
at the works of the Oil City Boiler company 
at Oil City, Pa., and official records of the 
navy department brought here in connection 
with the boller tubes scandal trial show that 
the last tubes of the Wilmington were shipped 
from the Greenville mill July 9, 1004. 

During the trial of these sensational 
charges in May Frank L. Dmmett, formerly 
foreman of the finishing and shipping de- 
partment of the tube mill, who was indicted 
with Dunn and Close, and pleaded guilty 
to the charges of conspiracy, testified that in 
1903 and 1904 good tubes that had passed 
government inspection were taken from 
cars after being loaded for shipment to Oil 
City and replaced by tubes that had been 
rejected by the inspectors. 

He did not recall what vessel the tubes 
were for, but the record of the navy de- 
partment show that at this time the Wil- 
mington and Helena were the only navy. 
vessels for which boilers were being made 
at Oil City. The same order covered both 
vessels.

It 
is knowr. that the state’s attorney had this 
analysis on Monday. 

The analysis showed traces ef arsenic in 
the stomach, but the embalming fluid used In 
the body after death also contained arsenic. 

The arsenic found in the organs was of the 
approximate quantity of the poison that 
would have been used in embalming. 

The analysis is, of course, a great element 
of weakness in the state’s case. There was 
no trace of strychnine or alkaloidr in the 
organs. ; 

It is a fact that convictions for murder 
have been secured when arsenic has been 
the cause of death even when it has beer 
proven that arsenic was used in the embalm- 
ing fluid, but these have been rare, 


May Be Suicide Pact. 


The trend of other testimony also was 
not in the direction of murder. More and 
more circumstances were shown’ to prove 
thet Magill aided and abetted his wife 
in her intention to commit suicide, and 
he knew her plan for monhts before she 
plucked the courage to carry them out. In- 
dications of a suicide pact between the two, 
which the husband used as a subterfuge to 
get his wife out of the world in order that he 
might enjoy the love of Faye Graham were 
| not lacking. 

Mr. Miller, however, did not abandon his 
attempt to indict and convict Magill for 
murder, although the experts found no other 
poison but arsenic and that perhaps only a 
constituent of the embalming fluid. 


Hotelkeeper a Witness. 

Late in the afternoon information came 
from Richard Houghton, a proprietor of a 
hotel in Bloomington. It was not willing in- 
formation, for Deputy Sheriff Campbell had 
to force the man to come to Clinton. His 
knowledge of the case is said to be in a visit 
which Faye Graham and Fred Magill made 
to this hotel a few nights before Mrs. ** Pet” 
Magill was found dead by her husband. The 
state’s attorney has witnesses who Over- 
heard the couple talking in the hotel. 

Other important witnesses went before the 
investigating body today. Mrs. Webb Davis, 
an intimate friend of the Magill family. gave 
information which makes it appear positive 
that Magill knew of his wife's intention to kill 
herself. Magill told Mrs. Davis he was 
*‘ afraid of a rope round his neck,’’ and that 
his wife ‘‘killed herself because she was near- 
sighted.”’ 

When “ Pet’ Magill was summoned from 


‘| Ohio by her husband, he !s said to have re- 


marked: “If she is going to take poison or 
anything like that I would rather she did it 
here.”’ 

Mrs. A. R. Phares, a neighbor of the Ma- 
gills, was another witness. She reported 4 
conversation with Mrs. ‘‘ Pet’’ Magiil a few 
weeks before the death, which leads again to 
a ‘‘ suicide pact." “If I die before Fred, I

Discrepancies in Magill’s Story. 

The story of a visit which Magill and his 
first wife made to the cemetery a few weeks 
before her death came out out. Magiil 
there drew a space for two new graves and 
said: ‘‘ There is room for us both here. 
How soon?” | 

Postmaster Frank Davidson was before 
the jury for a long time, but his evidence 
was along the suicide line. He was intimate 
with the family for fifteen years, and it is 
his honest belief that Mrs. Magill was forced 
to death by her husband's treatment.

“Eminent Scholars’? Making the 
Rounds of College Campuses. 


WARNING SENT BY VICTIMS. 


Michigan Latin Authority Has De- 
-seriptive Circulars Printed.

| 


The college faculties, especially the teach- 
ing: staff-of the University of Michigan, con- 
stitute the new fleld recently invadede by 
confidence men and found extremely produc- 
tive of gain. Two suave, educated, and well 
groomed men have touged the east and the 
middie west, and are said to have duped 
several noted professors by securing loang 
and getting checks cashed. They have posed 
as “‘eminent scholars’’ from Europe. 

One of the ‘‘ scholars,’’ who is described as 
possessing a German mustache, a small 
goatee, a strong German accent, calls him- 
self August Mau. He asserts he is the au- 
thor of a famous work on Pompeii, a familiar 
volume among professors. Several Latin in- 
structors have accepted him as such. 

Relies on “Pleasant Laugh.” 

Colgate B. Anderson is the name of the 
other savant. He has not put himself for- 
ward so much as a great authority, but 
rather has relied on his “ pleasant laugh and 
pleasant manner of speech’ to have his 
checks cashed and loans made to him. An- 
derson seems to have made inroads on the 
eastern institutions of learning and his com- 
ing is expected at the University of Chi- 
cago and other middle west colleges. 

Details of the operations of the two men, 
who seem to be working separately, have 
been kept a secret by the duped professors 
and little is known of them other than the 
descriptions they have furnished their col- 
leagues that they may be on their guard. 
It is known, however, that one of the most 
prominent Latin authorities in the country. 
a member of the faculty of the University 
of Michigan, has been “ touched ”’ heavily. 

This professor, on his own initiative, has 
printed handbills giving a description of the 
man who poses as August Mau. He has 
warned nearly every college in the country, 
and in this way hopes to catch his man 
and recover his losses. 

This Is What They Look Like. 


The description of the man who poses as 
Mau is as follows: 

“Five ft. 6 in. in height, has a mustache 
and small goatee, a strong German accent, is 
intelligent, calls himself A. Mau, author of a 
celebrated work on Pompeil. If the person 
he approaches is acquainted with the rea]! 
August Mau he changes his talk immediately 
and declares he is a nephew of Mau. He 
shows a great familiarity with members of 
the American Philological association.*’ 

Anderson is described as “ 6 ft. high, slen- 
der, seems of Swedish blood, has light blue 
eyes, large mouth, light brown hair, promi- 
nent ears, a nervous manner, a pleasant 
laugh, and a pleasant manner of speech.”’ 

The Michigan professor is said to have re- 
| cetved Mau into his home, cashed a large 
bogus check for him, and written him letters 
of introduction to other professors. 

Anderson generally seems to have been 
accompanied by a “ sister ’’ whois “ waiting 
at the depot.”” He has “ borrowed” most of 
the money he hasreceived, His familiarity 
with life and personalities at Harvard and 
Yale is said to have aided him materially in 


his plunderings. i

FINDS DAUGHTER 
IS AUTO VICTIM. 


Police Lieut. Jenkins Startled 
by Girl’s Identity; Chauf- 
feur Dead. 


ATTEMPTS AT SECRECY. 


Suppression of the Facts as to 
Early Morning Accident Due 
to Parental Love. 


Called from his other police duties early 
yesterday morning by a mysterious auto- 
mobile accident, in which the chauffeur was 
killed and three persons injured, Lieut. Wal- 
ter M. Jenkins of the South Chicago police 


‘ station found that one of the victims was his 


own daughter. The injured girl anda young 
woman companion were removed to the home 
of thé lieutenant and cared for. ‘The fourth 
victim of the accident, a South Chicago sa- 
loonkeeper, suffered only severe bruises. 

The affections of a father struggled with 
the instincts of duty in the mind of the 
lieutenant. Paternal love won. All day the 
police officer tried to suppress the fact that 
his daughter had been out automobiling in 
the early morning hours. His efforts were 
unsuccessful, for the people of South Chi- 
cago learned all there was to know of the 
accident before many hours. 


The Dead. 

TEMPLE, ARCHIE E., 40 years olf; chauffeur, 
living at South Chicago hotel; killed by the auto, 
which broke his back, fractured his skull, and 
crushed other bones. 


The Injured.

Phone Message to Station. 

The scene of the accident is a desolate, 
swampy region at Eighty-sixth street and 
South Chicago avenue.

‘*There’s an automobile stranded at Highty- 
sixth street and South Chicago avenue.”’ 

The desk seargeant tried to secure more de- 
tails but was cut off. A patrol wagon aad 
an ambulance were dispatched- to the 
place. Secrecy was maintained from the 
Start as to the identity of the two young 
women. 
place. As soon as the lieutenant discovered 
the identity of the two/young women he 
had them conveyed to his home and appar- 
ently gave instructions)to all persons con- 
cerned to say nothing about them. 

Nothing was told about them to Deputy 
Coroner Webster, who continued the inquest 
until Aug. 13. The desk sergeant and the 
wagon policemen denied that any women had 
been found near the auto. So did the ambu- 
lance physician. opie 

According to the sister and friends of Miss 
Jenkins, the young woman met Temple and 
Norton at Ninety-first street and Commer- 
cial avenue at 9 o’clock in the evening. Tem- 
ple was driving a large, brown touring car, 
belonging to his employer, Albert Mohr, vice 
president of Albert Mohr & Sons, boiler- 
makers. The girls knew the two men, and 
when they were invited to take a ride they 
accepted. without much hesitation. They rode 
through South Chicago, then down to Jack- 
s0n park, and were on their way home when 
the accident occurred shortly after 1 o'clock. 

Going at High Speed. 

The machine was being driven.at a high 
rate of speed by Tempie, who hada reputa- 
tion for recklessneses, when in attempting to 
turn out of the street car tracks at’the cor- 
ner of Highty-sixth street and South Chicago 
avenue it turned turtle, throwing the chauf- 
feur underneath and the other members of 
the party out. There is an embankment at 
that point three feet high which was respon- 
sible for the overturning of the vehicle. 

Norton was the first to recover and in a 
half dazed state made his way to the South 
Chicage hotel, where he telephoned to the 
police station.

PLAN DINNER TO OUTSIDERS. 


Waitrésses Propose Unique Way to Aid 
Cause of Labor. 


Such methods of warfare as-slugging, 
dynamiting, and boycotting have been cast 
aside by Chicago’s women unionists and in 
their place will come an attractive cam- 
paign of banquets, pink teas, and entertain- 
ments. 

It is the waitresses’ union which is to 
introduce the new method of carrying on 
labor struggles and it was Miss Anna Wil- 
lard, secretary and business agent of the 
organization, who yesterday afternoon mod- 
estly outlined the plan of action. 

The scheme will be realized for the first 
time on Monday, Aug. 19, when the waitress- 
es’ union will give a banquet and vaudeville 
entertainment for the benefit of the non- 
union waitresses of Chicago. There are 1,500 
nonunion waitresses in the city and the 
union women, who are but 500 strong, realize 
they are undertaking a big task. 

“We feel satisfied that if the girls who 
‘are working in Chicago restaurants and 
hotels learn of the benefits of the union 
they will enter at once,” said Miss Eliza- 
beth Maloney. ‘All that is necessary is 
to get acquainted with the workers to win 


them over.” 
Union Cards or No Callers. 

It is understood another factor in the cam- 
paign of diplomacy will be to instruct.all of 
the eligible young union men to make sure 
that their women friends have union cards. 
Those who do not have them will be placed 
on the “ unfair list’ and may expect to have 
their names stricken off the calling lists of 
the eligibles. Thus, when the matrimonial 
endowment is adopted this department will 
be pretty thoroughly covered. 

Miss Willard explained that the initiation 
fees to the union are to be lowered especial- 
ly for the newcomers, that there is a sick 
benefit, a death benefit, and sewing machines 
at the union headquarters at 167 Dearborn 
street to be used by the members of the or- 
ganization. Moreover, a competent seam- 
stress has been employed to give two lessons 
a week in the making of artistic shirtwaists 
in order to permit the union women the most 
up to date sty@es at the minimum cost. 


Dispute Over Coffin Labels. 

The jurisdictional dispute between the 
woodworkers’ and the carpenters’ unions 
have reached the coffin industry, and there 
is considerable doubt in a union man’s mind 
as to what style of a coffin to purchase in 
order to secure the properly labeled union 
article. Even the Union Burial association. 
organized especially to decide this matter, 
is at a loss to decide the matter and is selling 
‘caskets bearing. the label of the carpenters’ 
union, which the woodworkers declare to be 

nunion. 

The carpenters claim the exclusive right to 
place their labels on caskets and the wood- 
workers declare if a man is buried in a 
coffin bearing such a label he goes to his 
last resting place to remain through all 
eternity in an “ unfair”’ article. The Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor has been asked to 
appoint a committee to pass upon the merits 


of the dispute.

Inspector Henry A. Collins of 
Sanitary Bureau Under Arrest. 


IDENTIFIED AS A GRAFTER. 


Accused of Extorting Money from Busi- 
ness Men by Threats. 


On-a charge of extorting money by threats, 
Henry A. Collins, 33 years old, a rendering 


| plant inspector connected with the sanitary 


bureau of the city health department, was 
arrested last evening and the police are hunt- 
ing ‘for his brother, Thomas Collins, who 
they believe is guilty of the same charge.

Dr. Evans said six persons complained to | 
him that they had given money to two men

The in- 
auguration of this monument intended to 
commemorate and carry on the work of the 
international peace conference was marked 
by considerable ceremony. ° 

Some disappointment is felt that Queen 
Wilhelmina, who is at The Hague, was not 
present at the ceremonies, and it is reported 
that the real reason for her absence is to 
be found in a dispute which arose regarding 
the choice of a site for the palace. Real 
estate speculators are openly- accused of 
having influenced the selection of the site 
at Zorgviiet. ' 

While Queen Wilhelmina did not attend 
the ceremonies at the new temple today, she 
has showed her appreciation of the idea by 
conferring on its greatest enthusiast, An- 
drew Carnegie, the order of the Orange Nas- 
sau.

He was-not great In any way, but he reigned 
for sixty years, which was far too long. 
His vanity was, colossal.’ Not content with 
the adulatioref his own people, he arranged 
that posterity should take him at his ow» 
valuation, 

“To this end. he conceived the notion of 
causing his name to be inscribed on every 
temple, statue; and. monument 
imagined would stand the test of time: The 
plan succeeded\only too well for’ many 
years. -In consequence of it explorers were 
united in deciding that he must have been 
a great King. 


Fraud Finally Is Exposed. 

“Now we are beginning to find him out. 
Some of the antiquities on which his name 
appears must have existed a thousand years 
before he was born. Occasionally he even 
went to the length of erasing the name for- 
merly borne by the statue and substituting 
his own.

The finding of a young woman’s body In the 
areaway of the tenement at 204 East Nine- 
tieth street at 4:45 o’clock this morning 
brought to light the second brutal murder. 
Policeman Healey found the body. He saw 
‘a pair of woman’s tan shoes lying on the 
steps leading down into the areaway from the 
street, and noticed a drop of blood on the top 
step? The body was in full view as soon as 
he stepped inside the railing. The woman 
was lying face up on the stone floor, with her 
skirt pulled over her head. The head was 
jammed into the corner of a basement door- 
way, and the soles of her feet against the 
outside wall of the areaway. Her face had 
severa) blood stains which looked like finger 
marks. Her neck was discolored, and on 
each side were imprints of a man’s fingers. 
The murderer had dug his nails into the flesh 
on one side. 

Dr. Carscaden, from the Presbyterian hos- 
pital, said the woman had been dead only a 
little more than an hour. Her hands still 
were warm, Examination by the doctor 
showed the lower. part of her body to be 
frightfully mutilated. It was from these 
wounds that the blood had flowed. 

There was evidence that there had been a 
hard struggle. 

The victim was about 24 years old, 5 feet 5 
inches tali, and weighed 125 pounds. She had 
dark hair and brown eyes, and wage of'a 
swarthy complexion. In the opinion of the 
police shé probably was an Italian or Cuban. 


Strangulation Caused Death. . 
‘Coroner’s Physician Lehane; after he had 
performed an autopsy, declared strangula- 
.tion to have caused death. He advised the 
police to look for a big, strong man, probably 
more than six feet tall. The marks on the 
women’s throat, according to the doctor, 
showed that the murderer had an immesse 
hand. He had gripped the neck so tightly 
that some bones almost had been dislocated. 

It is Dr. Lehane’s opinion the wounds on 
the body were inflicted before thé woman 
was dead, or at least while she was being 
strangled. 

* This is. not an ordinary murder for hate 
of revenge; it ls the work of a fiend,’ said 
Dr. Lehane. 

The street in which the body was found, 
between Third and Second avenues, is a ré- 
spectable one, most of the tenants ing 
Germans of the middle class. 

The fact that the woman was in her stock- 
ing feet, with her shoes lying in an orderly 
Way on the steps, led the police to believe the 
woman had. gone into the areaway willingly

other ways its career has been approxi- 
mately as creditable. 


The old theory that a period of -pros- 
perity must of necessity be followed by 
a season of adversity is receiving some 
hard blows. The years of famine do not 
seem to be in sight. ‘The pessimist finds 
no place to stand in the presence of an 
almost universal optimism. So far as the 
evidence goes it all tends to show that the 
wonderful prosperity of the country is un- 
abated. 

The leading business interests ‘of Ghi- 
cago have given their testimony in favor 
of steady conditions of trade. The reports 
from Washington show a marked increase 
in the revenues of the government, a sure 
indication of national prosperity. Equally 
convincing are the declarations of the 
editors of the leading trade journals, who 
are practically ‘unanimous in their opinion 
that there are no clouds in the sky. 

These writers make-it their business to 
watch closely the trend of events in their 
special fields. They are more likely to 


| be conservative than hasty in what they 


write. They have ambition to serve as 
safe guides for those who read their re- 
views. Their opinion, therefore, is en- 
titled to great weight, and the gist of 
that opinion is that there is prosperity 
everywhere. When their statements are 
placed side by side, as in a recent publica- 
tion, the cumulative evidence they furnish 
is remarkable. 

A score of these editors tell the same 
story. It is one of rush, bright outlook, 
boom, inability to fill orders. It is one 
which requires the use of many adijec- 
tives, and the combined evidence 1s over- 
whelmingly in favor of a continuance of 
the prosperous times which have signal-: 
ized recent years. In fancy goods, in 
men’s furnishings, in: hats, in toys, in 
hardware, in jewelry, in china and glass- 
ware, in agricultural implements, in auto- 
mobiles, in bicycles, in carpets, in drugs 
and oils, in boots and shoes there is but 
one report. Prosperity is everywhere ap- 
parent. . 

The lines of business which suffer when 
hard times appear are equally optimistic. 
There is a forecast of a great trade in 
articles counted as luxuries. The demand 
for household decorations is larger than 
ever. The bookmen see none but gratify- 
ing conditions ahead. The silk industry 
is flourishing as never before. In fact it 
is hard to find any branch of trade where 
there are discouraging signs, if the testi- 
mony of these editors of the trade journals 
is reliable. * 

“The farmers have no cause for com- 
plaint. There is every indication of good 
crops, and when that fact is taken in con- 
nection with prosperity in the other lines 
mentioned it is hard to see how any one 
can look into the immediate future with 
any thought of a setback to the country. 
The editor of Dun’s Review shares the 
belief of his comrades of the trade jour- 
nals. He sees little excuse for pessimism. 
He believes that the monetary problem 
will solve itself and that, aside from that, 
everything is hopeful. Furthermore, he 
ventures the opinion that the boundless 
-natural resources of the United States 
tsave been so: little developed as compared 
with those of other nations that the 
fyture holds in store for our country far 
greater records of prosperity than have 
been made.in the recent phenomenal 
years. The situation has nothing save 
eneouragement for orery one. 


CALEB POWERS. 

“Bet Goebel of Kentucky was assas- 
sinated seven: and a half years ago. It 
should be possible by this time to impancl 
an impartial jury to try a man accused 
of that. crime. That will be determined 


gan this week. 

He ‘has already faced a jury three 
times. Twice he has been sentenced to 
life imprisonment, and once to be hanged. 
On each occasion the Court of Appeals 
» has reversed the verdict and granted a 
new trial. This is no ‘proof of innocence, 
but it is evidence that feeling ran so high 
that he had been unable to get @ fair 
trial. It was fortunate for him that the 
spirit which prevailed in the lower court 
did not cause the Court, of Appeals to 
swerve from the law. 

The last reversal.was two and a half 
years ago. Much of the intervening time 
was taken up in an unsuccessful attempt 
to have his case transferred from the 
state to the federal courts on the ground 
that he could not get justice in the fob- 
‘mer. The fourth trial has begun, and it 
remains to be seen whether it will differ 
in any respect from those that have pre- 
ceded it. 

It has been said that party feeling is 
so intense that no democratic juror could 
be convinced of Powers’ innocence, while 
it would be hard to get a republican 
juror to pronounce him guilty. That 
may have been true for some time after 
Goebel’s murder, but one may hope that 
it is no longer true and that an unbiased 
jury may.be impaneled at last. 

If Powers is guilty he has had an un- 
deserved respite from hard labor or the 
seaffold, If innocent, he is deserving of 
universal sympathy. He is now 38 years 
old and has spent the last seven years 
of his life in jail, with the penitentiary 
or the gallows staring him in the face. 
He has gone through an experience prob- 
ably unprecedented in this country. 

THE VETO “POWER. 
Jeremy Bentham speaks of an “ incohe- 
rent and undigested mass of law, shot 


down, as from a rubbish cart, upon the 
heads of the people.” This is a fairly ac- 


American legislature, from New York to 
Texas via Llinois. Bad, crude and un- 
necessary Jaws make up a large part of the 
output of every session. 

The veto power was given governors 
that they might.stand between the people 
and vicious or hasty legislation. Rough- 
ly speaking, the governor who vetoes the 
most bills is the best governor. When 
a governor. vetoes none the legitimate 
presumption is, not that the work of the 
legislature was flawless, but that “he was 
timid, not daring to oppose ignorant popu- 
lar sentiment or to array special interests 
against himself—or that he had not sense 
enough to recognize a bad me<sure when 
he saw it. 

During the last regular session of the 
New York legislature Gov. Hughes ve- 
toed 37 bills and 197 others were re- 
called because he let it be known he in- 
tended to veto them. At the close of the 
session he had 450 bills to pass on. He 
withheld ,his signature from 250 of these.

Bvery 
state needs one, but there are many in 
which the people have failed to elect one. 


SHOOTING AT LIVE MARKS. 

The police school for proficiency in 
marksmanship reports progress, but ad- 
mits that the graduating class does not 
comprise the entire police force. Mon- 
day night's experience on the Lake Shore 
drive, where a fusillade of bullets from a 
policeman’s revolver sent an affrighted 
population scurrying into houses, indi- 
cates. that something remains to be de- 
sired. Perhaps it may be accepted as 
progress that if the burglar escapes the 
bullets. the innocent bystander is equally 
fortunate. 

There is a difference between steady 
and careful shooting in a gallery and im- 
promptu discharge of firearms in a crowd- 
ed thoroughfare. It is the same differ- 
ence that exists between a+pigeon calmly 
reposing on a fence and a live bird swift- 
ly zigzagging across a pasture. One may 
assume that the policeman can hit the 
representation of a burglar propped up in 
a pistol gallery nine times out of ten, | 
but when he appears in life and on the 
street he is a wholly different proposi- 
tion. The hand loses its steadiness, the 
eye is deprived of its quickness, and the 
whole scenery revolves around that flying 
burglar in a most mysterious and perplex- 
ing fashion. So it may be suggested that 
improvements shall be put in the gal- 
leries in the way of swinging targets, 
whirligigs, merry-go-rounds, and other de- 
vices which will accustom the marksman 
to the aumerous annoyances he is sure to 
experience in ‘actual street combat. 

Until these improvements shall have 
been perfected and officers shall have ac- 
quired the proficiency which will assure 
desired results it is hoped that they wif 
perforate the atmosphere as little as pos- 
sible. Continued and ineffective shoot- 
ing is wearing on the nerves when it is 
not prejudieial to the safety of the by- 
stander. Practicing should be done in 
regularly appointed galleries or at some 
point remote from the crowded haunts 
of men.

drained into it, and there was no outlet, it 
‘was constantly overflowing its borders, car- 
rying death and. destruction: into the str- 
rounding country, the city of Avezzano being 
among the chief sufferers. 

Julius Cesar was the first to propose the 
@rairiing of the lake in order-to avert these 
disastreus and ever recurring inundations. 
Cesar Augustus actually inaugurated the 
work. Emperor Claudius employed in vain 
eome 60,000 men on «..e work for the last 
eleven years preceding his death. Emperor 
Frederick II. lavished many human lives 
an@ much money, and in fact after almost 
each great inundation of more than ordinary | 
destructiveness the attempt would’ be re- 
gumed to drain the lake. 

It was not, however, until] the father of 
Don Marino Torilonia, the late Duke Giulio, 
and his uncle, Duke Alessandro, undertook 
the tdek that the enterprise was brought to 
a successful conclusion; thanks to the 
amount of money which their enormous 
fortune permitted them to embark in the 
venture, and to the skill of the eminent 
ee engineers whose services they en-

The difficulties were enormous, the greater 
part of the huge tunnel constructed to 
drain the lake into the river Liris having 
to be cut out of the rock many hundreds of 
feet beneath the surface.

For when Duke Gtulio and the late 
Duke Alessandro embarked upon the enter- 
prise they purchased all the rights of a com- 
pany to whom the government in 1852 had 
made a grant of the Jake on condition that 
the company would drain it. 

If the Torlonias never done anything 
else useful, their draifiing of the Lake Fucino 
should be enough to secure for them an hon- 
ored place in the annals of Italian history. 

Just at present Don Marino’s brother, Don 
Leopolde, former mayor of Rome, is engaged 
in another enterprise, destined to be of great 
benefit to Italy. A quarter of a century ago 
the sale of tobacco in italy was converted 
into a monopoly of the government, which is 
obliged to buy almost its entire supply, 
amounting to about 12,000,000 pounds or so a 
year, from the United States. Thanks, how- 
ever, to Don Leopoldo, this dependence of 
Italy upon the United States for its tobacco 
will cease ere long. For about two years 
ggo the duke started in the Roman Cam- 
pagna and also on the land formerly occu- 
pied by the dreaded Lake Fucino immense 
tobacco plantations, which are proving a 
great success and which are being extensive- 
ly developed. It is needless to point ott the 
sponte which there will be to Italy if 

money now sent across the Atlantic to 
America for the purchage of tobacco can be 
kept at home.

Some comment has been excited by the 
difficulty experienced in finding the name of 
Torionia incthe current issues of the Alman- 
ach de Gotha. That the senior branch of 
the house to which Don Marino belongs 
should be miesing from the pages of this 
vade mecum of old world royalty and aris- 
tocracy means nothing; and it is ridiculous 
to infer therefrom that the Torlonias are 
lacking in prestige and importance. 

There are far more families entitled to rep- 
resentation in the pages of the Almanach 
de Gotha than there is room for in that vol- 
ume. The consequence is that the only fam- 
ilies which are sure of being represented 
each year in the Almanach are the sovereign 
houses,.in Part I., and the mediatized or for- 
mer petty sovereign families, in Part II. 


rank are grouped in Part III, and as there 
is not room for even half of them many of 
them are dropped’ for several years at a time, 
while others do not appear there at all. 
.Certain German, French, and English 
houses are perhaps more favored than others 
by .the editors, but Italy, Russia, Belgium, 
Scandinavia; Spain, and Portugal are badly 
treated in this respect. Not a single onewf. 
the old ducal houses of Portugal, some of 
them of the most illustrious and historic 
character, is to be found in the Almanach. 
The Russian princely house of Gortscha- 
koff has been missing for several years from 
the little ecarlet and gold volume, while it is 
only in their current issue that the editors 
have seen fit to include for the first time in 
many years the duke of Medina-Gell, premier 
peer and premier grandee of the kingdom of 


That the Torlonias should not have their 
accustomed place .in-.the last two or three 
issues of the Almanach de Gotha means 
nothing, and Don Marino's ‘name will be’ 
found at full length,in the Almanach: de 
Gotha of 1901, as the brother of Don Leopoldo 
Torlonia, the present chief of the family. :

It may: be of interest to add that the no- 
bility titles of. the Torlonia family are nu- 
merous, iIneluding as they do the dukedoms 
Bracciano, prince 


Musignano, etc. 

It is not unusual for the younger members 
of the families of the Roman patriciate to 
use titles: until they marry, when, after 
agreeing about the matter with the chief of 
their house and its other adult members, 
they assume one of the ducal or princély 
dignities belonging to their’family, obtaining 
authority for the assumption from the gov- 
ernment, after the payment ofthe necessary’ 
fees. Thus one of Don Marino’s brothers, 
Don Augusto, secured not long ago irom his 
elder brother, Don Leopoldo, and from the 
government, the right to adopt the family 
title of prince of Civitella-Cesi; and when 
Don Marino returns to Rome after his mar- 
riage to Miss Moore he will be acting in ac- 
cordance with, custom if he arranges; with 
his brothers and .with the crown for the. 
assumption of one of the many’ princely or 
ducal dignities belonging to his house. 

The only reason for dvdirg this is to pre- 
vent the ‘family honors from’ passing alto- 
gether into oblivion, and in order to keep 
them alive. For in the great world of Rome, 
as in that of Paris and Madrid, titles are 
never used excepting on the most formal oc- 
casions in social intercourse. 

They“are considered superfluous in cases 
where the name is in ftself ilfustrious and 
It is true that the Torlonias are 
of relatively modern origin, their family 
having been founded little over a hundred 
yéars ago. But they have already acquired ' 
a notable place in the mod history of their 
country, by services such as, for instance, 
the draining of Lake Fucino, while they are 
allied through marriage to many of. the 
oldest f tes of the Roman patriciate, such 
a’ the Colonnas, the Borgheses, thé Sforzas, . 
the Worlag, etc. .

A book that is not-finishea in one reating, 
but must be returned to if one would grasp 
the serious and theoretical content, is * THE 
OLD COUNTRY "’ (E. P. Dutton), a romance 
by Henry Newbolt. 

In his dedication, ‘addressed to the Rev. 
Cosmo Gordon Lang, lord bishop of Stepney. 
the author expresses a fear that his book 
shall fall short of modérn standards because 
ft has a purpose and contains no character 
drawn from life. The characters are taken 
from the fourteenth century, and if they 
strike the reader with a sense of familiarity 
it is because the author has demonstrated one 
of his tenets—showing the common humanity 
that flowed in the veine of those people as it 
‘wil, flow in those of future generations. . 

As «a lover of history, Mr. Newbolt seeks 
to destroy what seems to be a common be- 
lief, that our ancestors were differen,t essen- 
tially, from ourselves. He seeks to have us, 
as Prof. Jamee has styled it, “realize one 
another in this intense, pathetic, and im- 
portant way,” even if the objects of our sym- 
pathy have been dead for centuries. 

The hero of this ynusual novel is afflicted 
with some delusions, and before he discovers 
that time does not matter, that it does not 
even exist, he is taken from the twentieth 
century back to the fourteenth; where he 
enters into the lives of people living then, and, 
being a student of ideas rather than appear- 
ances, finds the point of similarity inthe two 
ages rather :than the trivial and external 
‘differences. — 

This fourteenth century. history “has been 
taken painstakingly from original sources, 
Latin and Anglo-French; that of the battle of 
Poitiers from four eminent authorities. 

“JI offer no solution. of this mystery of 
time,”’ the author writes, “ but I have ven- 
tured to suggest that it is one worth think- 
ing about, if only that we may be less prone 
to forget the sympathy we owe to the brave 
and ardent spirits who hoped ovr hopes be- 
fore us, and who belong to a past which can 
never be truly spoken of as dead.”

Take a piece of twilling or other strong 
material about twenty-four by thirty-six 
inches. Across the narrow end stitch a 


strip about eight inches wide, divided inte 


four pockets. These date for knives, forks. 
tea and tablespoons. Next take two strips 
for pockets, about six inches deep, and near- 
ly thé whole width of the foundation. One 
of these for carving knife and fork, cooking 
spoons, etc., the other for hammer, screw 
driver, and can opener. At the bottom make 
two. pockets about ten inches deep for pie 
pans and kettle covers. Hem or bind the 
edges and sew three strong loops at the top 
edge. When moving fold with the contents 
and tie sccurely. Arriving at camp place 
three etrong nails in a convenient place 
and a large part of the culinary outfit is 
ready for immediate use. 

Provide two kettles or sauce pans of simi- 
lar shape, one several sizes larger than 
the other. Fill both half full of water and 
two vegetables or anything can be cooked 
at once, one around the other.

[BY A SPHCIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, July 30.—[{Special.)—Some 
recoveries were recorded in the stock mar- 
ket today, following the reports of better 
conditions in the London market, where 
prices steadied after the preparations for 
the regular quarterly settlements were corm- 
pleted. Some of the buying here was for the 
foreign accounts, especially in Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. 

The trunk lines revived from the pressure 
under which they have been placed for the 
last few days. Erie was a leader in throw- 
ing off the depression, and the recovery was 
credited to reports of an abandonment of the 
effort to force a common oe ce of the 
2 cent fare laws.
